Owners of Certain Properties 


Must Pay Lp. 


The Ohio Rating bureau has .sent 
out its ukase, and the persons who 
want their property insured m any of 
the companies represented by that 
tody must pay the advance- Cosh«- 
lon suS rs to an extent that h-js 
caused s<>me people to protest with 
vigor. 
The Ohso Ratteg bureau fcs compos- 
ed of representative-, of a number of 
leading ia»uraiice companies. Their 
duty is to rate for insurance purposi-s 
the property in the t'.vrts and cities of 
Ohio. It is an aut->crutic organiza- 
lion, and from it thrre is no appeal. 
Some companies doing business in 
Ohio tave no connection with the bu- 
reau. 
Recently the bureau sent out an or- 
der that- insurance rates- would be aJ- 
vanced 25 per cent., and a greater ad- 
vance for what is known as special 
hazards. 
Tbe25oer cent advance applies tu 
all mercantile stocks in buildings, ex- 
cept such as are occupied exclusively 
as dwellings above the grade rtoor. 
Bakeries, blacksmith shops, board- 


ing houses, carpenier and cabinet 
shops, candy factories, drug stores, ho- 
tels. laundries, livery, feed and boarci- 
iojt stable-;, lumber \ards, opera hous- 
es and theaters, restaurants, printing 
offices, contents of iodjre rooms, put- 
lie halls ;»ad offices ;i!s"> come under 
the advance of i5 per cent. 
The rate on residence property is 


not- raised. It is understood that a 
cut of five per cent is made for towns 
having a paid fire department- Rob- 
ert Bovd is authority for llie state- 
ment that insurance rates io Coshoc- 
ton are almost as lov. as tbo^e of any 
town in Ohio. 
Itistheintentionoft.be bureau to 
rerate all manufacturing establish- 
ments in Ohio as soon as possible, and 
r he work is now in progress. 
Mean- 
time ttie advance announced will ap- 
ply to them- 
Son;e Cosbocton fac- 
tories have been rerated. and the 
result isbv no means satisfactory, the 
new rate being s<; gieat aa increase as 
to make insurance a; most prohibitive.
